1. These regulations may be called “The Company

(2) In the case of members having their profes¬ 
sional addresses outside India and eligible to vote, 
their regional' constituencies shall be determined ac¬ 
cording to their professional addresses in India regis¬ 
tered immediately before they went abroad or the 
residential addresses in India borne on the Register 
on the relevant date, whichever is earlier. 

61A. List of Voters 

(1) At letast 90 days before the date fixed far dec¬ 
laration of results of the election, the Returning Offi¬ 
cer shall prepare a list of members of the Institute 
in each constituency eligible to vote showing jnter- 
alla distinctly and separately— 

(i) whether any particular member is an Asso¬ 

ciate or a Fellow. 

(ii) the polling area or polling booth to which the 

voter is attached and in which he should 
exercise his franchise, if the Returning 
Officer decides that his voting shall be in a 
polling booth, and not by post, under the 
powers vested in him under regulation 71-K. 

(iii) the location of the polling booth and poll¬ 
ing area .for which each such booth has 
been selected- and 


2. Subject to the other provisions of these regula¬ 
tions, the address published in the list of members 
eligible to vote shall be final for determining the 
manner in which a member is entitled to oast his 
vote or the constituency or the polling booth to which 
he belongs for the purpose of casting his vote. 

Provided that if a member attached to a parti¬ 
cular polling booth in a city where more 
than one polling booth have been set up, 
finds that it would be difficult for him to 
vote at the polling booth to which he is 
attached, he may, at the discretion of the 
Returning Officer, be permitted to vote at 
another polling booth in the same city. 
Applications in this behalf in writing stat¬ 
ing the reasons for the request must reach 
the Returning Officer at least forty five 
days before the date of polling. 

62. Members e’igiblc to stand for election.-— 
Subject to sub-regulation (3) of regulation 58, any 
member whose name is borne on the Register as a 
Fellow as on the first day of July on the year in which 
election is held and whose name continues to be borne 
on the Register on the date of declaration of results 
of election shall be eligible to stand as a candidate for 
election to the Council from the regional constitu- 
ancy in which his professional address is included 
as a voter. 

Provided that no member shall be eligible to 
stand as a candidac for election to the Council and 
to a Regional Council at the same time. 

Explanation -For the purpose of this Chapter, 
unless the context otherwise requires, “candidate” 
shall mean a member who is entitled to file and lias 
filed his nomination for election to the Council 
under these rcgu'ations and whose name continues 
to be borne on the Register on the date of declara¬ 
tion of results of elections. 

63. Nominations,—fl) The Council shall, not 
less than ninety days before the date of declaration 
of resu’ts of the election, notify in the Journal the 
number of persons to be elected from each regional 
constituency and call for nominations of candidates 
for elec'ion to each regional constituency by a speci¬ 
fied date which shafi not be ’ess than fourteen days 
from the date of issue of the notification. 

f2) The nomination of a candidate shall be in the 
appropriate form duly signed by the candidate and by 
one proposer and one seconder all of whom shall be 
persons entitled to vote in the election and shall be 
so delivered so as reach the Returning Officer not later 
than the last date fixed for receipt of nominations. 

f3) The nomination shall be accompanied by a 
sta'emenl duly completed signed and verified by the 
candidate containing information concerning the 
candidate in respect of the following matteis: 

(a) Name, membership number and profes¬ 
sional address; 
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00 Age: 

(c) Academic and professional qualifications: 
(University degrees, post-graduate dip¬ 
lomas given by any university pnd mem¬ 
bership of professional bodies recognised 
by the Council). 

(4) The statement referred to in sub-regulation 

(3) above may also contain, at the option of the 
candidate, information concerning the candidate in 
respect of the following matters, 

(a) Merit awards (in the degree (diploma exa¬ 
minations conducted by universities, exa¬ 
minations conducted by the dissoNed com¬ 
pany or the Institute and examinations 
conducted by any other institutions recog¬ 
nised by the Council for the purpose); 

(b) Particulars of present occupation: 

(i) Employment (Name of employer and 
official designation of candidate as given 
by employer); 

(ii) Practice as Company Secretary (sole 
proprietor or in partnership, including 
the name of the firm); 

(iii) Any other main occupation (applicable 
only if the candidate is not in any emp¬ 
loyment or practising as Company Sec¬ 
retary) . 

(c) Other particulars : 

(i) Past and present membership of the 
Council, Regional Councils and Manag¬ 
ing Committees of Chapters including 
office of President and Vice-President in 
the Council and office of Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman, Secretary or Treasure! 
in the Regional Councils and Chapters; 

(ii) Contributions in professional seminars 
and conferences organised by the Coun¬ 
cil, its Regional Councils and Chapters; 

(iii) Authorship of books or articels on any 
subject directly related to corporate and 
business management ad of interest to 
company secretaries; 

(iv) Academic posbions held in universities 
and professional institutions recognised 
by the Council. 

(5) The candidate, may, further, at his option 
furnish a copy of his recent passport size photo¬ 
graph. 

64. Nominafion fee.—Every candidate standing 
for election shall, a'ongwifh the nomination papers 
pay at the headquarters office a fee of not exceed¬ 
ing rupees one thousand as may be notified along- 
wlth the notification of dates of election under re¬ 
gulation 59, by the Council before each election in 
cash or by demand draft which shall not be refund¬ 
able under any circumstances except in the event of 
the rejection of nomination under regulation 67. 


65, Scrutiny of nominations.—(1) The Council 
shall appoint for each election a panel for the scru¬ 
tiny of the nomination papers of all the candidates. 

(2) The panel shall consist of three persons of 
whom one shall be the Secretary of the Institute 
and the other two shall be persons nominated by 
the Council from among the members of the Coun¬ 
cil referred to in clause (b) of sub-section (2) of 
sec ion 9 of the Act who shall be officers of the 
Central Government, provided that if one or more 
of such members are not available or unwilling to 
act, then such other person or persons as the Coun¬ 
cil may decide, in order of preference. 

(3) A notification containing the names of the 
members of the panel appointed by the Council 
shall be issued to the members generally before the 
last date fixed for the receipt of nominations for 
the election for which the panel is appointed. 

(4) The term of the Panel shall end with the 
conclusion of the election for which it is appointed. 

(5) The Panel shall have the power to regulate 
its nrocedure in such manner as it considers just 
and expedient. 

(6) The quorum of the Panel for the transaction 
of its business shall be two. 

(7) The decisions of the Panel shall normaTy be 
unanimous. In case of difference of opinion among 
the members of the Panel, the final decision shall 
be that of the majority of the members constituting 
the Panel. 

68) Tn case a vacancy arises in the Panel by rea¬ 
son of one or more members of the Panel being un¬ 
able to act for any reason, the vacancy shall be 
filled up bv the Secretary out of the list of persons 
previondv annroved by the Council, in that order 
of preference. 

(9) The Panel shall scrutinising the nomination 
papers of all the candidates on the date fixed for the 
rmrnoee and shall endorse on each nomination paper 
Ps decMon whether b accents, refuses or reiects 
the nomination. At such scrutinv of nominations, 
the Panel shall allow everv candidate or his autho¬ 
rised representative to be present, if he so desires. 

fin) TV Vnel record a brief statement of 
its reasons if it refuses or rejects a nomination. 

fill The Panel shall refuse or reject a nomina¬ 
tion if it is sarisfled: 

(a) that the candidate was ineligible to stand 
for election under regulation 62 or he filed 
nominations for election to both the 
Council and Regional Council In contraven¬ 
tion of proviso to regulation 62. 

(b) fha* tti P pronoser or the seconder was not 
onaPfied to mbscrihe to the nomination 
o* 1 tv pand’d at e under sub-regulation (2) 
of regulation 63. 

(c) that the signature of the candidate or of 
the proposer or the seconder Is not genu- 
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ine or has been obtained by coercion or 
fraud; 

(d) that the provisions of rcgu'ations 63 and 
64 have not been complied within that. 

(i) the nomination was not in the appropriate 
form 

(ii) the nomination fee was not paid as pro¬ 

vided under regulation 64; 

(iii) the nomination was not signed by the 

candidate, the proposer or the seconder; 

Civ) the nomination was not accompanied by a 
statement duly completed, signed and 
verified by the candidate as provided in 
regulation 64(3); or 

(v) the nomination was not delivered in the 
Institute on or before the last date and 
time fixed for receipt of nominations, 

Explanation I.—If the last date fixed for receipt 
of nominations under regulation 59(a) is subs¬ 
equently dec'ared as a holiday for the Institute or 
for delivery of registered posts by the local post 
office, the last day fixed shall be construed as the 
immediately next working day for the Institute or 
local post office, as the case may be. 

Explanation II 

The panel may not reject a nomination paper on 
the ground of a technical defect yvhich is not of a 
substantial character. 

Explanation III 

The rejection of a nomination of a candidate by 
reason of any irregularity in respect of that nomina¬ 
tion shall not be a ground for rejection of another 
nomination which is valid in respect of the same 
candidate. 

Explanation IV : 

If a proposer or a seconder incurs a disability by 
reason of the operation of the provisions of the 
Act and | or these regulations subsequent to the last 
date fixed for receipt of nominations, it shall not 
invalidate the nomination. 

(12) Where the nomination(s) of a candidate 
have been rejected, the Returning Officer shall give 
notice of the decision of the Panel together with a 
brief s atement of the reasons therefor, to the candi¬ 
date concerned by registered post within seven days 
from the last date fixed for receipt of nominations. 

66. Preparation of Lists of valid nominations 

(1) On completion of the scrutiny of the ngmina- 
nations, the Returning Officer shall forthwith prepare 
a list of valid nominations received in respect of each 
regional constituency and cause a copy of the list to 
be sent by registered post to each candidate of the 
constituency within seven days of the last date 
fixed for receipt' of nominations, 
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(2) The list shall contain the names in alphabetical 
order with the professional addresses of the candidates 
in respect of each regional constituency and, in case 
the professional address of a candidate is not borne 
on the Register on that relevant date, the residential 
address of such a candidate as on that relevant date 
borne on the Register. 

67. Withdrawal of nominations 

(1) Subsequent to the receipt of the list of valid 
nominations sent as per regulation 66 (1), a 
candidate may withdraw his nomination by notice in 
writing, subscribed by him and delivered to the Re¬ 
turning Officer, on or before the last date fixed for 
such withdrawals which shall not be less that ten 
days from the date following the date of issue of the 
communicaion under sub-regulation (1) of regulation 
66 . 

(2) A candidate who has withdrawn his nomination 
shall not be entitled to rescind his withdrawal. 

68. Intimation of final list of nominations to can¬ 
didates and voters 

(1) Tile Returning Officer shall omit from the list 
of valid nominations the names of candidates who 
have withdrawn their nominations and send the final 
list of contesting candidates (hereinafter referred to 
as “contesting candidates’’) in respect of each re¬ 
gional constituency to all the candidates of the cons¬ 
tituency, by registered post and to the voters of that 
constiucncy by recorded delivery post. 

(2) The list shall also be accompanied by such 
particulars of all contesting candidates of that consti¬ 
tuency as compiled, prepared and presented by the 
Returning Officer from the particulars to the extent 
supplied by the candidates under sub-regulations (3), 
(4) and (5) of regulation 63. 

(3) In presenting the particulars required to ac¬ 
company the list under sub-regulation (2) hereof, 
the Returning Officer shall 

(a) make use of the particulars furnished oy the 
candidates under sub-regulations (3), (4) 
and (5) of regulation 63. 

(b) not include anything, whethe• or not con¬ 
tained in the particulars furnished by the 
candidate as aforesaid, except to the extent 
the particulars conform to the requirements 
of sub-regulations (2), (3), (4) and (5) of 
regulation 63 ; and 

(c) correct any manifest errors that may have 
come to his notice. 

(4) The particulars required to accompany the final 
list of nominations, as aforesaid shall prominently 
indicate that they have been compiled, prepared and 
presented on the basis of particular- - fu nished by the 
candidates under sub-regulations (21, C3), 14) and 15) 
of regulation 63 and that, no responsibility is accepted 
by the Returning Officer as to the correctness of the 
said particulars, 
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69. Death or cessation of membership of a candi¬ 
date 

If a contesting candidate dies or otherwise ceases 
to be a member before the date ol' declaration of the 
results of election, the election for the respective re¬ 
gional constituency shall be conducted amongst the 
remaining candidates belonging to the regional consti¬ 
tuency and no fresh proceedings with reference to the 
election of members in that regional constituency shall 
be commenced. 

70. Candidates deemed to be elected if then 
member is equal to or less than the number of mem¬ 
bers to be elected 

(1) Where the number of contesting candidates 
from any regional constituency is equal to or less than 
the number of persons to be elected from that consti¬ 
tuency or where the number of such candidates from 
any constituency becomes equal to or less than the 
number of persons to be elected from that constituen¬ 
cy by reasons of the death or cessation of membership 
of one or more candidates before the date of declara¬ 
tion ■'Of the results of election, the remaining candi¬ 
dates shall be deemed to be elected and the Return¬ 
ing Officer shall declare all such candidates as duly 
elated-. 

2) Where the number of candidates elected under 
sub-regulation (1) from a regional constituency is 
lfcss ‘than the number of persons to be elected from 
the regional constituency, the Council may, at the 
first meeting held immediately following the election 
or thereafter, recommend a panel of Fellow mem¬ 
bers from that regional constituency for nomination 
by the Central Government under section 11 of the 
Act. ■ : ; 

71A. System of Election and manner of voting 

(t) The elections to the Council shall be held in 
accordance with the system of proportional representa¬ 
tion by means of the single transferable vote. 

.(2) Except as otherwise provided, at every elec¬ 
tion where a poll is taken vote shall be given by sec¬ 
ret ballot and every voter in any election, shall 
cast his. vote personally in the booth provided for the 
purpose, unless a voter is allowed in respect of any 
election to cast his vote by post as hereinafter 
provided. 

7IB, Polling Booths 

The Returning Officer shall set up such number of 
prilling booths at such places as he. deems necessary, 
provided that within an area covered by a radius of 
sixteen kilometers from each booth, there are not 
less than twenty five voters according to their profes¬ 
sional addresses as given in the list of members eligi¬ 
ble to vote. 

7.1 C. Polling Officer 

The Returning Officer shall appoint a polling officer 
for each polling booth who should always be a govern¬ 
ment official and may also appoint such other persons 
as He-may deem necessary to assist the polling officer. 
The -polling officer shall in addition to nerforminfr qnv 
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other duties imposed upon him by these regulations 
be in general charge of all arrangements at the 
polling booth and may issue orders as to the manner 
in which persons shall be admitted to the polling 
booth and generally for the preservation of peace 
and order at or in the vicinity of the polling booth. 

7ID. Secet Chamber and Ballot Paper 

There shall bo a secret chamber or chambers in 
each polling booth and such chamber shall be so 
arranged that where a voter records has vote on the 
ballot paper, no other person(s) can. see how he 
has voted. 

7IE. Identification of voters 

(1) Every person claiming to be a voter shall be 
required to sign against his name in the copy of the 
list of members eligible to vote as provided by the Re¬ 
turning Officer and his signature shall be verified by 
the Polling Officer with the specimen signature pro¬ 
vided by the Returning Officer. 

(2) At any time before a ballot paper is delivered 
to a person claiming to be a voter, the polling officer 
may, of his own accord, if he has reason to doubt 
the identity of the person or his right to vote at the 
polling booth, or if his specimen signature is not 
available with the Polling Officer, and shall, if So 
required by a candidate or his authorised representa¬ 
tive, satisfy himself in any manner as he may deem 
advisable as to his identity or his right to vote. 

(3) If the polling officer is not satisfied as td the 
identi.y of the person claiming to be a voter, he may 
issue ballot paper to such person(s) but instead of 
getting the ballot paper inserted in the ballot box, he 
shall place the same in p. separate sealed cover super¬ 
scribed as ‘Tendered Ballot” and sent it to the.Return¬ 
ing Officer, alongwith a letter from the person con¬ 
cerned, together with his own observations thereon, 
for the decision of the Returning Officer which shall 
be final and conclusive. 

(4) In deciding the right of a person to obtain 
a ballot paper under tills regulation, the Polling 
Officer at any polling booth may interpret any entry 
in the fist of members eligible to vote so as to over¬ 
look merely clerical or prining error, provided that 
he is satisfied that such person is identical with the 
voter to whom such entry relates. 

7IF. Records to be kept by polling officer 

The poling officer shall at the time of delivery of 
the ballot paper place, against the name of the voter 
in t K a list of members eligible to vote a mark to 
denote that tbc vo^er has received a ballot paper. He 
shall also keep a record of the ballot papers supplied 
to the voters in such manner as the Returning Officer 
may direct, 

71G. Manner of recording of voters after receipt of 
ballot paper : 

(1) On receiving the ballot paper; the voter shall 
for hwitji proceed into the secret .chamber set apart 
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ballot paper in the manner specified in Regulation 72. 
He shall thereafter fold the ballot paper, leave the 
secret chamber and insert the ballot paper in the bailot 
box provided for the purpose in tho presence of the 
polling ollicer. 

(2) The ba'lot box should be so constructed that 
a ballot paper can be inserted there info during the 
oiling but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the 
ox being unlocked andjor the seals being broken. 


Provided that any voter present in the polling booth 
before it is closed, shall be entitled to cast his vote. 

(7) The polling officer shall, as soon as practicable 
aider the close of the polling or after its close on each 
day, if the polling is for more than one day, in the 
presence of any candidate(s) or their authorised re¬ 
presentatives who may be present, seal the ballot box 
with his own seal and the seals of such candidates or 
authorised representatives as may desire to affix their 
seals thereon. 


71H. Return of ballot paper by a voter 

(1) If a voter after, obtaining a ballot paper for 
the, purpose of recording his vote decides not to use 
the same, he shall return the ballot paper to the 
polling officer and the ballot paper so returned shall 
then be marked as “cancelled-returned” and kept in 
a separate envelope set apart for the purpose and a 
record shall be kept by the polling officer of all such 
ballot papers. 

(2) If any bailot paper which lias been issued to 
a voter for the purpose of recording his vote, is found 
left by the voter at the secret chamber at the end of 
the day when the polling officer inspects the secret 
chamber whether the vote has been recorded in it or 
not, it shall be dealt with in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of sub-regulation (1) as if it had been returned 
to the polling officer. 

71-1. Procedure at the polling booth 

(1) A polling booth shall be kept open on the day 
or days appointed for taking of poll from 9 A.M. to 
‘4 P.M. unless otherwise directed by tlic Council. 

(2) If the polling at any polling booth cannot take 
place on the day or clays appointed for ihe purpose 
or is interrupted or obstructed by any sufficient cause 
or the ballot box used at the booth is tampered with 
or is accidentally or deliberately destroyed, lost en¬ 
damaged, the Returning Officer, or the polling officer, 
as the case may be, may adjourn the polling to a 
subsequent date or the Returning Officer may declare 
the. polling at the booth as void and order a fresh 
polling. 

(3) If a polling is adjourned or declared void under 
sub-regulation (2), the Returning Officer shall, as 
soon as possible, appoint the place where the polling 
shall be subsequently conducted and the time, date 
or dates, as the case may be, for the said poking. 

(4) T,he place, "date or dates and the time of pol- 
ling, appointed under sub-regullion (3), shall be noti¬ 
fied individually to all the voters affected and, if 
possible, in the journal ‘Chartered Secretary’. 

(5) The Returning Officer shall not proceed to 
count the Votes' cast at'the election until the polling 
at all the polling booths in that constituency has been 
completed. 

(6) The polling officer shall close the polling booth 
at the end of the day, or if. the polling is for more 
than one day, at the end of each day, at the hour 
appointed, tinder sub-reguation (l), and no voter shall 

be adfuitted therete. after that-hoifr: - 


(8) The polling officer shall also make up into 
separate packets : 

(i) the unused ballot papers; 

(ii) the returned ballot papers; 

(iii) the signed copy of the list of members 
eligible to vote; and 

(iv) any other papers directed by the Returning 
Officer to be kept in a sealed cover, 

and seal each such packet with his own seal and 
the seals of such candidates or authorised representa¬ 
tives as may desire to affix their seals thereon. He 
shall arrange for the safe custody of the ballot box 
and such packets. 

(9) Where the polling is arranged to take place for 
more than one day, just before the polling booth is 
opened to the voters on the following day, the polling 
officer shall, in the presence of any candidate(s) or 
their authorised representatives who may be present, 
remove the seal or seals affixed in accordance with 
sub-regulations (7) and (8), after the seals are 
examined by him and by the candidate (s) or autho¬ 
rised representatives, for use during the course of 
that day. 

(10) The ballot box and packets, referred to earlier 
shall be accompanied by an account of ballot papers 
showing the total number of ballot papers received, 
issued and un-used, returned, as also the number of 
ballot papers which should be found in the ballot box 
and packets. This account shall be forwarded to the 
Returning Officer. 

71J. Transport of ballot papers and their custody 

The Returning Officer and the Polling Officers shpll 
make adequate arrangements for safe custody of the 
ballot papers and for safe transport to the head¬ 
quarters of the Institute of all packets or boxes .and 
other papers referred to in Regulation 71-1, . The 
Returning Officer shall also be responsible fot: their 
safe custody until the commencement of counting of 
votes. 

71K. Voting by members employed on duty at polling 
booths 

The polling officers, the persons appointed by the 
Returning Officer to assist the polling officer, or the 
authorised representatives referred to in Regulation 
77, who are voters for any constituency and who'by 
reason of their being on duty at a poHing booth; are 
unable to be present and to vote at the polling booth 
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where they are entitled to vote, may send to the 
Returning Olliccr, so as to reach him at least thirty 
days before the date fixed for the poll at that consti¬ 
tuency, an application for permission to vote at the 
po ling booth where they will be on duty. If the 
Returning Officer is satisfied that the claim is just, 
he may, notwithstanding anylhing contained in this 
Chapter, allow the application and permit the voter 
to vote at the polling booth where he will be on duty 
to act as poling officer or to assist the polling officer 
or as authorised representative of a candidate : 

Provided that such permission shall not be gran¬ 
ted to more than one authorised representa¬ 
tive of a candidate in respect of each 
polling oooth, such authorised representative 
being specifically nominated for the purpose 
by the candidate himself. 

71L. Eligibility to vote by Post 

(1) A member whose name is included in the list 
of members eligible to vote published under the pro¬ 
visions of Regulation 61A and whose name is not 
shown under any pol ing booth, shall, no'.-with¬ 
standing anything contained in this Chapter, be en¬ 
titled to vote by post on application in the appropriate 
form. 

(2) A member who is entitled to vote at a polling 
booth may be permit ed a r the discretion of the Re¬ 
turning Officer, to vote by post, if he is unable to 
exercise his vote at the pol ing booth allotted to him 
by reason of— 

(a) there being a permanent change in his ad¬ 
dress from the address published in the list 
of members eligible to vote to another 
village, town or city beyond a radius of 
sixteen kilometers; 

(b) his professional address being beyond a 
radius of sixteen kilometers from the polling 
booth allotted to him; or 

(c) his suffering from any permanent infirmity. 

(3) In a case whore eventhough them has been 
no permanent change in his professional address, a 
member has intimated to the Returning Officer that he 
would not be in a position to cast his vote at the 
polling booth allotted to him as he expects to be 
away from his professional adress on the date or dates 
of polling, he may be permitted, at the discretion of 
the Returning Officer, to receive the ballot paper by 

ost and allowed to cast the same at anv polling 
ooth, subject to such requirements as may be speci¬ 
fied by the Council in this behalf. 

(4) A member who is actual'y residing beyond a 
radius of sixteen kilometers from the polling booth 
a'lotted to him on the basis of his professional address 
may at the discretion of the Returning Officer also 
be given the concession provided in sub-regulation 
(2) above, on the same terms and conditions. 

(5) A member who is residing outside India shall 
no f with standing anything contained In this Chapter 
be eligible to vote by post, provided that his overseas 
address Is registered with the office of the Institute at 


least 60 days before the date of election. Such a 
member need not send an application under sub¬ 
regulation (6) below, 

(6) An app'ication in the appropriate form with 
proper verification of the contents of the application 
by the member concerned, should be sent to the 
Returning Officer by name so as to reach him at 
least 60 days before the date of polling, and an 
application not received within the time specified shall 
not be considered. 

(7) A member who has been permitted to vote 
by post while sending the ballot paper to the Return¬ 
ing Officer shall send alongwith it a declaration in 
the 'appropriate form specified for the purpose. 

(8) Any misuse of the concession granted under 
this regu'ation or any mis-statement, false declaration 
or false verification in this behalf shall render the 
member concerned liable for disciplinary action under 
Regulation 87. 

71M. Eligibility to vote at polling booth by a voter 
entitled to vote by Post 

A voter entitled to vote by post finder regulation 
7I-L may however be allowed by the Returning 
Officer to vote in person at any particular polling 
boo:h to be specified by him within his regional 
constituency, provided he makes an application to 
that effect in writing duly adressed and forwards it to 
the Returning Officer by name by Registered Post so 
as to reach him at least 45 days before the dpte of 
polling and an application not received within the 
time specified shall not be considered, 

72, Admissible number of votes to each voter and 
method of voting 

Each voter shall have one vote only but he shall 
have as many preferences as there are candidates. 
The voter in order to cast his vote— 

(a) shall place on the ballot paper the number 
1 (in Arabic or Roman numerals or in 
words) in the square opposite the name of 
the candidate whom he chooses for his first 
preference; and 

(b) may, in addition, place on his ba lot paper 
the number 2 or the number 2 and 3 or 
numbers 2, 3 and 4 (in Arabic or Roman 
numerals or in words) and so on, in the 
squares opposite the names of the other 
candidates in the order of bis preference. 

13. Ballot paper 

The ballot paper shall contain the names of all 
contesting candidates for the constituency in alpha¬ 
betical order in English and shall bear the emblem 
of the Institute. 

74. Returning officer to send ballot papers by post 
where applicable under Reg. 71 (L) 

Not less than twenty one days before the last date 
fixed for the receipt of ballot papers by post In the 
Headquarter, the Returning Officer shall cause to be 
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sent by recorded delivery post to each voter entitled 
or permitted to vote by post a ballot paper with 
instructions as to the manner in which the vote shall 
be recorded therein, an outer envelope for return of 
the ballot paper and an inner envelope to enclose the 
ba'lot paper specifying the date by which thp ballot 
paper should reach the Returning Officer by name. 

75. Procedure for return of ballot papers by Post 

(1) Every voter referred to in sub-regulation (1), 

(2), (4) or (5) of regulation 71(L) shall record his 
vote personally in the ballot paper, fold and place it 
inside the inner envelope provided for that purpose, 
close the envelope by pasting and append his signa¬ 
ture on the envelope at the place provided for that 
purpose. 

(2) A voter is required to send a signed declara¬ 
tion in the appropriate form of having complied with 
the sub-regu.ation (1) personally. 

(3) Thereafter, the voter shall place the closed 
and signed inner envelope in the outer envelope pre¬ 
pared for sending by ordinary post, close and paste 
the outer envelope, put the membership number, name 
and signature on it on the space provided for that 
purpose, and post it, so as to reach the Returning 
Officer not later than the last date specified for receipt 
of ballot papers from voters by post under regulation 
59. 

(4) A voter may, at his option forward the ballot 
paper by registered post. 

76. Issue of undelivered and fresh ballot papers. 
Where a ballot paper and the accompanying material 
sent by post under regulation 74, are damaged in 
transit or lost or for any reason returned undelivered 
or not received by a voter, the Returning Officer may. 
If he is satisfied with the reasons given for such 
damage, loss, return or non receipt, reissue them by 
registered post or deliver them or cause them to be 
delivered to the voter, as the case may be, on his sup¬ 
plying for the same in writing. 

77. Presence of candidates or 'heir representatives 
at a polling booth or at the place of counting of votes. 
A contesting candidate shall be entitled to be present 
in person or to be represented by another member 
duty authorised by him in writing at any polling booth 
in the relevant regional constituency or the place of 
the counting of the votes, provided that letter of autho¬ 
rity is deposited with the Polling Officer or the Re¬ 
turning Officer before the time fixed for polling or 
for counting of votes, as the case may be and that 
Officer Is satisfied as to the genuineness of the letter of 
authority and the Identity of the authorised represen¬ 
tative. 

Appointment of Assistants and Scrutineers.— 
(T> The Returning Officer may appoint such persons 
as- he thinks fit to assist him for any purpose in the 
conduct of election. 

(24 The- Returning Officer may also anpoint a 
panel of two or more persons who are neither mem¬ 
bers of the Council nor candidates for election, to 
act as scrutineers of the ballot papers and to assist 
him generally In the counting of votes. 
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79. Intimation of place, time and date for count¬ 
ing of votes.—-The Returning Officer shall at least 
fifteen days before date or the first of the dates of 
polling intimate in writing to all contesting candidates 
the date and time at which the counting of votes shall 
commence at the headquarter of the Institute. 

80. Definitions.-—In these regulations— 

(1) “continuing candidaie” means any candidate 

not eiected and not excluded from the poll 
at any given time ■ 

(2) “count” means— 

(a) all the operations involved in the counting 
of the first preferences recorded for 
candidates; or 

(b) all the operations involved in the 
transfer of the surplus of an elected 
candidate; or 

(c) all the operations involved, in the trans¬ 
fer of the total value of votes of an ex¬ 
cluded candidate ; 

(3) “exhausted paper” means a ballot paper on 

which no further preference is recorded for 
a continuing candidaie, provided that n 
paper shall also be deemed to have become 
exhausted whenever— 

(a) the names of two or more candidates, 

whether continuing or not, are marked 
with the same figures and are next in 
order of preference; or 

(b) the name of the candidate next in order 
of preference, whether continuing or not, 
is marked by a figure (number) not follow¬ 
ing consecutively after some other figure 
on the ballot paper or by two or more 
figures; 

(4) “first preference” means the figure (number) 

1 set opposite the name of a candidate; 
“second preference” means the figure 2 set 
opposite the name of a candidate; “third 
preference” means the figure 3 set opposite 
the name of a candidate, and so on; 

(5) “original votes” in relation to any candidate, 
means a vote derived from a ballot paper on 
which a first preference is recorded, for 
such candidate; 

(6) “surplus” means the number by which the 

value of the votes, original and transferred, 
of any candidate exceeds the quota; 

(7) “transferred vote”, in relation to any candi¬ 

date, means a vote the value or the part 
erf the value of which is credited to such 
candidate and which is derived from a ballot 
paper on which a second or a subseauent 
preference Is recorded for such candidate; 
and 
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(8) “unexhaused paper'’ means a ballot paper on 
which a further preference is recorded for 
a continuing candidate. 

81-A. Counting of votes received by post—(i) On 
the date und at the time and place intimated under 
Regulation 79, the Returning Officer shall, lor the 
purpose of counting of votes in respect of a regional 
constituency, first deal with the postal ballot papers 
relating to that constituency in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall allow the candi¬ 
dates or their authorised representatives present at 
the counting a reasonable opportunity to inspect the 
covers containing the ballot papers received by post 
for satisfying themselves that they are in order bpt 
shall not allow them to handle those covers. 

(3) No cover containing a postal ballot paper re¬ 
ceived by the Returning Officer after the expiry of 
the time fixed in that behalf or received by him lrorn 
a voter whose name has been removed from the 
register of members on or before the date of poll shall 
be opened and no vote contained in any such cover 
shall be counted. 

(4) The other covers shall then be taken up by the 
Returning Officer one by one and as each outer cover 
is taken up, the Returning Officer shall first scru¬ 
tinise the signature of the voter on that cover in the 
space provided for that purpose. 

(5) No outer cover on which the signature of the 
voter is not appended shall be opened and no vote 
contained in any such cover shall be counted. 

(6) As each outer cover which contains the signa¬ 
ture of the voter is opened, the Returning Officer 
shall satisfy himself that the declaration contained 
therein has been duly made and signed by the voter. 

(7) If the said declaration by the voter is not 
found or has not been duly made or signed by him 
or is otherwise substantially defective or any paper 
other than the inner cover and the ballot paper is 
found, the Returning Officer shall reject his ballot 
paper and make appropriate endorsements on the 
outer and inner covers and on the ballot paper if it 
is found without the inner cover. 

(8) The inner cover or the ballot paper so en¬ 
dorsed shall be replaced in the outer cover and all 
such covers shall be kept in a separate packet which 
shall be sealed and on which the name of the 
regional constituency, the date of counting and a 
bncf description of its don tents shall be f recorded. 

(9) The inner covers not-already dealt, witn under 
the foregoing provisions of this regulation shall then 
be opened one after the other: and' the ’ Returning 
Officer shall take out the ballot ’ paper ’ from each 
cover and shall record the number thereof in a 
statement and shall make a separate packet of these 
ballot papers. 

81-B. Scrutiny and opening of baWof boxds 

* A f - ’ ' * ■ 

- (1) ■ The Returning Officer‘shaH thereafter deal 
.’With the ballot paper! contained in'-the ballot boxes 

in the manner hereinafter provided. 1 
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(2) Before any ballot box is opened, the Return¬ 
ing Officer shall allow the candidates or their author 
rised representatives present at the counting a reasop- 
able opportunity' to inspect the ballot boxes‘ap'd 
packets received from the polling officers and the 
seats thefeof for satisfying themselves that they- are 
in order, but shall not allow them ip handle those 
ballbt boxes or packets. 

(3) The Returning Officer shall also satisfy him¬ 
self that none of the ballot boxes is in fact tampered 
with and if he finds that any of the ballot boxes has 
been tampered with, shall not count the b,allot papers 
contained in such box and shall keep the record pf 
such ballot papers for the purpose of election peti¬ 
tion, if afiy. 

(4) Tho ballot boxes found to be in order shall be 
opened and the ballot papers shall be taken out from 
them and shall be counted and the number thereof 
recorded in a statement. 

(5) The ballot papers received by post and kept 
in a packet referred to in sub-regulation (9) of regu¬ 
lation 81-A shall then be mixed with tho baljot 
papers taken out of the. ballot boxes and taken up 
fot scrutiny so as to. determine their validity or 
otherwise. 

81-C. Grounds for declaring ballot papers invalid 

A ballot paper shall be invalid—- 

,(a) if a voter signs his name or writes ,,any 
word or figure upon it (other than thqse 
permitted under regulation 72) of niakeS 
any mark upon it by which the ballot 
paper becomes recognisable or by which 
the voter can be Hienlilied: ->» 

(b) if it does not bear the emblem of the Insti¬ 

tute; , 

(c) if the number 1 is not marked on it; 

(d) if the number 1 is set opposite the name 

of more than one candidate: . 

(e) -if-tjhe number 1 and some other numbers 

arc put opposite the name of the same 
candidate; 

(f) if it is unmarked or void for uncertainty; 

.or ....... ' 

(g) if it is spurious ballot paper or is so 

damaged or mutilated that its - identity as 
a genuine billot paper can not be esta¬ 
blished.- 

' 81-D, Arrangement of valid ballot papers in parcels 

(1) The Returning Officer.shall separate .the ballot 
papers which.he deems vajid .from those which..fie 
/elects endorsing‘on caphi of the latter, .the .word 
^’Rejected” and the ground of rejection.. 

(2) After rejecting the .ballot papers which are 
invalid, the" Returning officer shall-— 

(a) arrange-the' remaining bailor papers -in- -par- 
els according to ‘ the first preference 
ccordod- for reach -candidate ; 
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(b) count and record the number of papers in 
each parcel and the total .number-; and 
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(b) He shall ascertain the value of the papers in 
each sub-parcel and of all the unexhausted papers. 


(c) credit to each candidate the value of the 
papers in his parcel. 

81-E, Ascertainment of quota.—Every valid 
ballot paper shall be deemed to be of the value of 
one hundred, and die quota sufficient to. secure the 
return of a candidate at the election shall be deter¬ 
mined as follows :— 

(a) add the values credited to all the candidates 

under clause (c) of sub-regulation (2) of 
regulation 81(D); 

(b) divide the total by a number which exceeds 

by one the number of vacancies to be filled ; 

and 

(c) add one to the quotient ignoring the re¬ 

mainder, if any, and the resulting number 
is the quota. 

■ 81-F (general Instruction.—In carrying out the 
provisions of regulations 81-G to 81-.T and 82, the 
Returning Officer shall disregard all fractions and 
ignore all preferences recorded for candidates al¬ 
ready elected or excluded from the poll, 

81-G Candidates with quota elected:—If at the 
end, of any count or at the end of "the transfer of any 
parcel or sub-parcel of an excluded candidate the 
value of ballot papers credited to a candidate is 
equal to, or greater than the qtiota, that candidate 
shall be declared elected, 

81-H Transfer of surplus 

. (1) If at the end of any count the' value of the 
ballot papers credited to a candidate is greater than' 
the quota, the surplus shall be transferred in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of this regulation, to the 
continuing candidates indicated on the ballot papers 
of that candidate as being next in order of the 
elector’s preference. 

(2) If more than one candidate have a surplus, 
the largest surplus shall be dealt with first and the 
others in order of magnitude. 

. Provided that every surplus arising on the first 
count shall be dealt with before those arising’on the 
second count and so on. 

(3) Where there are more surpluses than' 0n6 to 
distribute and two or more surpluses are equal 
regard Shall be had to the original votes of each 
candidate and the candidate "for whom most original 
vpfes hre recorded shall have his surplus first distri¬ 
buted"; and if the values of their original, votes are 
equal, the Returning Officer shall decide by lot which 
candidate shall have his surplus first distributed, 

■j '.t. . 

(4) (a) If the surplus of arty "Candidate to be Irarts 1 
ferretj qrises,.froip original vptes qqly, the Returning 
Officer shall examine all the. papers in. 1^-5 parcel 
belonging to that candidate,, divide the. unexhausted 
oapgrs into sub-parcels according .td Jbe.y.next pre¬ 
ferences' PeSbrded thereon and makii A Separate sub- 
oarcet of the exhausted papers. 


(c) If the value of the unexhausted papers is equal 
to or less than the surplus, he shall transfer all the 
unexhausted papers at the value at which they were 
received by the candidate whose surplus is being 
transferred. 

(d) If the value of the unexhausted papers is 
greater than the surplus he shall transfer the sub- 
parccls of unexhausted papers and the value at which 
each paper shall be transferred shall be ascertained 
by dividing the surplus by the total number of un¬ 
exhausted papers. 

(5) If the surplus of any candidate to be trans¬ 
ferred arises from transferred as well as original 
votes, the Returning Officer shall re-examine all the 
papers in the sub-parcel last transferred to the candi¬ 
date, divide the unexhausted papers into sub-parcels 
according to the next preferences recorded thereon, 
and then deal with the sub-parcels in the same 
manner as is provided in the case of sub-parcels 
referred to in sub-rule (4). 

(6) The papers transferred to each candidate 
shall be added in the form of a sub-parcel to the 
papers already belonging to such candidate. 

(7) All papers in the parcel or sub-parcel of an 
elected candidate not transferred under this regula¬ 
tion shall be set apart as finally dealt with. 

81-1 Exclusion of candidates lowest on the poll 

(1) If after all surpluses have been transferred as 
hereinbefore provided, the number of candidates 
elected is less than the required number, the Return¬ 
ing Officer shall exclude from the poll the candidate 
lowest on the poll and shall distribute bis unexhaust¬ 
ed papers among the continuing candidates according 
tq the next preferences recorded thereon and any 
exhausted papers shall be set apart as finally dealt 
with. . 

(2) The papers containing original votes of an 
excluded candidate shall first be transferred, the trans¬ 
fer Value of each paper being one hundred. 

43) The papers containing transferred votes of an 
excluded candidate shall then be trmsfe'rcd in the 
order of the transfers in which and at the value at 
which, he obtained them, 

(4) Each of such transfers shall be deemed to be 
a separate transfer but not a separate count. 

(5) If, as a result of the transfer of papers, the 
value of votes obtained by a candidate is equal to 
or greater than the quota the count then proceeding 
shall be completed but no further papers shall be 
transferred to him. 

(6) The process directed by this rule shall be 
repeated on the successive exclusions one after 
another of the candidates lowest on the poll until 
such" vacancy is filled either by the clecdon of a 
cari'didhtb with the quota or as hereinafter provided. 

(7) If at any time it becomes necessary to. exclude 
a candidate and two or more candidates have the 
same value of votes and are the lowest' on the poll 
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regard shall be had to the original votes of each 
candidate and the candidate for whom fewest origi¬ 
nal votes are recorded shall be excluded and if the 
values of their original votes are equal the candidate 
with the smallest value at th; earlier.' count at which 
these candidates had unequal values shall be 
excluded. 

(8) If two or more candidates are lowest' on the 
poll and each has the same value of votes at all 
counts the Returning Officer shall decide by lot which 
candidate shall be excluded. 


81-J. Filling the last vacancies 

(1) When at the end of any count the number of 
continuing candidates is reduced to the number of 
vacancies remaining unfilled the continuing candi¬ 
dates shall be declared elected. 

(2) When at the end of any count only one 
vacancy remains unfilled and the value of the papers 
of some one candidate exceeds the total value of 
the papers of all the other continuing candidates 
together with any surplus not transferred that candi¬ 
date shall be declared elected. 

(3) When at the end of any count only one vacancy 
remains unfilled and there are only two continuing 
candidates and each of them has the same value of 
votes and no surplus remains capable of transfer, 
the Returning Officer shall decide by lot which of 
them shall be excluded; and after excluding him in 
the manner aforesaid, declare the other candidate to 
be elected. 


82. Provision for re-counts 

(1) Any candidate or, in his absence his autho¬ 
rised representative may, at any time during the 
counting of tho votes either before the commence¬ 
ment or after the completion of any transfer of votes 
(whether surplus or otherwise! request the Returning 
Officer to re-examine and re-count the papers of all 
or any candidates (not being papers set aside at any 
previous transfer as finally dealt with) and the Re¬ 
turning Officer shall forthwith rc-examinc and re¬ 
count the same accordingly. 

(2) The Returning Officer may in his discretion 
re-count the votes either once or more than once in 
any case in which he is not satisfied as to the accu¬ 
racy of any previous count : 

Provided that nothing in this sub-regulation shall 
make it obligatory on the Returning Officer to recount 
the same votes more than once. 

83. Declaration of results 

The names of the candidates elected shall be dec¬ 
lared on the da'e fixed for declaration of results and 
shall be communicated individually to all the candi¬ 
dates who stood for election by registered post and 
shall also be notified in the Journal, 


84. Election not to be invalid due to accidental 
omission etc. 

No election shall be deemed to be invalid merely 
by reason of any accidental irregularity or informa¬ 
lity in the conduct of the election, including acci¬ 
dental omission to send or delay in sending the voting, 
paper to voter or the accidental non-rcceipt ot, or 
delay in receipt of a voting paper, by voter. 

85. Decision of the Returning Officer to be final 

The decision of the Returning Officer pertaining to 
conduct of election shall, subject to regulation 86, 
be final not only in respect of all matters concerning 
the interpretation of these regulations but also in 
respect of the procedures adopted and not specifically 
covered by these regulations. 

86. Dispute on election matters 

(1) An application by any aggrieved candidate 
against the decision of the panel on the validity of 
nominations or the Returning Officer on the decla¬ 
ration of election results, or any other matter relating 
to or incidental thereto, which is material to the 
conduct of election shall be made to the Council 
within thirty days from the date of declaration of 
the results of an election and the Council shall refer 
the dispute to a Tribunal appointed by the Central 
Government under sub-section (2) of Section 10. 

(2) At' the time of giving its decision the Tribunal 
may pass such order as to costs as it may consider 
appropriate. 

(3) If the Tribunal is satisfied that an application 
made under sub-section (2) of section 10 was 
frivolous or not founded on any valid ground, it may 
award costs to the Council. 


87. Disciplinary action against members in connec¬ 
tion with conduct of election. 

(1) A member shall be liable to disciplinary action 
by the Council if, in connection with an election to 
the Council of the Institute, he is found to have 
contravened the provisions of all or any of the 
following clauses (a), (b), (c) (d), (e) or (f) of sub- 
regulation (2); 


(2) Limited Convassing 

A candidate can issue one circular letter giving 
positive aspects of his cand : dafure including his 
qualifications 'and contributions to the profession. 
The circular Issued in connection with an election to 
the Council shall conform to the following require¬ 
ments or guidelines as may be issued by the Council 
in respect of the election in the interest of maintain¬ 
ing dignity in the election, namely : 

(a) Such circular must be sent by registered 
post by the candidate to the Returning 
Officer by name for informtion and record 
within ten days of its issue by him to voters. 
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.(b) The circular shall contain factual informa¬ 
tion regarding the candidate himself and 
shall not make any reference directly or 
indirectly, to any other candidate, 

(c) The information which a candidate may 

furnish in circular regarding himself shall 
not differ in any material respect from the 
information furnished by the candidate to 
the Institute. 

(d) A circular shall not contain any appeal to 

the voters on the basis of caste, or on 
communal, regional or sectional lines. 

(e) The distribution of circular shall be restric¬ 

ted only to the members of the constituency 
concerned. 

(f) A circular shall be issued by a candidate 
only after his nomination has been 
accepted. 


(c) The publication by a candidate or by any 

other person with Ins connivance, of any 
statement which is false or which he 
cither believes to be false or does not 
believe to be true, in relation to the per¬ 
sonal character or conduct of any candi¬ 
date, or in relation to the candidature or 
withdrawal of any candidate, being a state¬ 
ment reasonably calculated to prejudice the 
prospects of that candidate’s election, 

(d) The obtaining or procuring or abetting, or 
attempting to obtain or procure, by any 
other person with his connivance, any assis¬ 
tance for the furtherance of the prospects 
of the candidate’s election from any person 
serving under the Government of India or 
the Government of any State other than 
the giving of vote by such person, if he is 
a member entitled to vote. 


Explanation ; 

For the purpose of this regulation, the term 
“Circular” does not include a personal letter 
addressed to an individual which happens 
to contain a mere request for vote though 
if a similar letter were to be sent to a num¬ 
ber of voters, it would amount to 
“Circular”. 

(3) A member shall be liable to disciplinary action 
by the Council, if he adopts one or more of the 
following practices with regard to the election to the 
Council namely : 

(a) Bribery, that is to say, any gift offer or 
promise of any gift or gratification to any 
person, by a candidate or any other person 
with his connivance with the object, 
directly or indirectly, of 

(i) inducing a member to stand or not to 
stand as a candidate for election ; 

<ii) inducing a candidate to withdraw his 
candidature or rewarding, such with¬ 
drawal ; or 

(iii) inducing a voter to vote or not to vote 
at an election, or as a reward for such 
act or omission. 

Explanation 

•' For the purpose of this regulation, the term “grati¬ 
fication” is not restricted to pecuniary gratification 
or gratification estimable in money, and it includes 
all fames of entertainment and all forms of employ¬ 
ment for reward, but it does not include the payment 
of any .expenses bona fide incurred at or for the 
purpose, of any election. 

(b> Undue influence, that is to say, any direct 
or indirect interference or attempt to inter¬ 
fere on the part of a candidate or of any 
other person, with his connivance with the 
free exercise of any electoral right. 
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(e) Any act specified in sub-regulations (a) to 
(d) above when done by a member, who 
is not a candidate or a member acting with 
the connivance of a candidate, 

(0 The receipt 1 by a member or an agreement 
by a member to receive any gratification 
as an inducement or reward :— 

(i) for standing or not standing as a candri 
date; 

(ii) for withdrawing his candidature ;■ 

(iii) for himself or any other person for 
voting or refraining from voting; .a 

(iv) for inducing or attempting to induce any 
voter to vote or to refrain frorn voting; 
or 

(v) for inducing or attempting to induce any 
candidate to withdraw his candidature. 

(g) Contravention or misuse of any of the provi¬ 
sions of this Chapter or making of any false statement 
knowing it to be false or without knowing it to be 
true, while complying with any of the provisions of 
this Chapter. 


10. In chapter XII, the existing sub-regulation (2) 
of regulation 114 shall.be substituted by, the following, 
namely— 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in regu¬ 
lation 81-1 as applied by sub-regulation (3 ) to elec¬ 
tions to the Regional Council, the Returning Officer— 

(a) shall not exclude from the poll a candidate 
lowest on the poll tit any stage in fliff 
cofintmc of votes— 

(1,1 if fie is a candidate from a State or IMoh 
. Territory which has one or more reserved 
„ seats, under sub-regulation - (1) of regu¬ 
lation 115 and 
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(ii) either he is the sol© continuing can¬ 
didate from that State or Union Tern- 
toty or the number ot continuing canal- 
dates including him from that State or 
Union Territory is equal to or less than 
the number of seats reserved for that 
State or Union Territory. 

(b) shall exclude the next lowest candidate on 
the poll and if in the case of that candi¬ 
date also the provisions of clause (a) are 
applicable such next candidate lowest on 
the poll in whose case the said provisions 
of clause (a) are not applicable. 
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(2) Notwithstanding the provisions contained in 
regulations 115, 125, 126 and 127 directions issued 
by the Council under sub-regulation (1) may include 
directions to the Regional Council to constitute such 
Committees and to co-opt such persons to the member 
ship of such Committee or to Lhe Regional Council as 
the Council may direct. 

(3) If, in the opinion of the Council, a Regional 
Council has persistently committed default in giving 
effect to the directions issued under sub-regulation 
(1) of this regulation, the Council may after giving an 
opportunity to the Regional Council, to strife its case, 
dissolve the Regional Council as provided in : regu¬ 
lation 141. 


(c) shall declare candidate or candidates not so 
excluded from the poll either under clause 
(a) or clause (h) as elected and shall pro¬ 
ceed with the counting for filling the scats 
remaining to be filled. 


By Order of the Council
